Alabama Co-op Opens 


New Lines To Area 


Alabama Electric 
Cooperative this week 
energized a major high 
voltage power transmis- 
sion line extending from 
the Opp Transmission 
Substation to the Walter 
F, George Lock and Dam, 
near Ft. Gaines, Georgia, 

Test operations con- 
ducted Monday (December 
12) were satisfactory in 
every respect, and the Jine 
will shortly be in full op- 
eration, 

Some 84,5 miles in 
length, the new 115,000 volt 
line,represents an invest- 
ment of over $1,250,000, 
This new facility will 
greatly strengthen and im- 
prove Alabama Electric’s 
System and service, by 
providing a high voltage 
‘loop’? system for dual 
feeds of power, 

This second line from 
the Cooperative’s Opp 
Transmission Substation to 
the federal hydro-electric 
installation will allow Ala- 
bama Electric to take 
larger blocks of power 
from the George Dam, and 
also provide added se~ 
curity, since power can now 
flow over two lines located 
in different geographic 
areas, 

The new line provides

Work More —Have More 


AYMENT for not working is 

probably the main reason for 
the high and rising cost of living. 
A good example 
is the wage-pen- 
sion practice in 
the steel indus- 
try. Average 
pay, including 
fringe benefits, 
in that industry 
is just under five 
dollars per hour, 
and one may re- 
tire on full pen- 
sion after thirty 
years of service 
regardless of 
Dr. Kershner age. 

Suppose a young man just out 
of high school begins work for a 
steel company at age seventeen. 
Thirty years later, at age forty- 
seven, he retires on full pension 
with the probability that he may 
draw the pension for as many 
years as he has worked. 

Steel is a basic commodity that 
enters into the cost of most of the 
things which we the people enjoy. 
The labor cost of steel to us is not 
only the five dollars per hour 
that the worker received, but the 
pension he will continue to draw 
very possibly for as many hours 
as he worked. Suppose the pen- 
sion amounts to a dollar and a 
half an hour. That raises the la- 
bor cost of the steel this young 
man helped to produce to $6.50 an 
hour, But that is not all. He will 
also draw social security benefits 
on a rising scale. He will draw 
more benefits under Medicare, 
which likewise will be subsidized 
by the public. He may even dis- 
continue work for weeks or 
months at a time while drawing 
unemployment benefits, 

While these various expense 
items cannot be accurately calcu- 
lated, it is quite possible that the 
real labor cost of the steel this 
young man helps to produce will 
be somewhere between eight and 
ten dollars per hour, Under such 
conditions, how can we expect 
anything but rapidly rising prices 
and more and more inflation? 
Moreover, an increasing number 
of workers have cost-of-living es- 
calator increases in their wage 
contracts, which add more to the 
labor cost of the product. 

For what reason do the Ameri- 
can people subject themselves to 
the perils and punishment of in- 
flation in an effort to get more 
and more for doing less and less? 
It does not require much brain- 
power to realize that if one wish- 
es to work only half of his life, he 
must live at a scale of about half 
of what he could enjoy if he were 
willing to work a full lifetime. Of 
what advantage is it to retire in 
middle-life during one’s best 
years at age forty-seven? Few 
men are happier in idleness at 
half pay than they are working 
at full pay. A work week of thirty 
to forty hours with frequent holi- 
days, sick leave and long vaca- 
tions still leaves ample time for 
recreation, hobbies and cultural 
activities. Perhaps someday it 
will dawn on the American peo- 
ple and other people as well that 
they will be much happier work- 
ing more and living better. Some 
day they will learn that the way 
to have more is to work more,

AZALEAS 

Many azaleas through. 
out our county are showing 
Symptoms of leafspot 
disease, Azaleas with leaf- 
spot disease will have 
leaves of lemon-yellow to 
fiery red coloring, This 
disease will normally at- 
tack weakened plants that 
have been damaged by ex- 
treme dry or cold weather, 

There are several steps 
to take in order to avoid 
leafspot disease; (1) Plant 
only varieties adapted to 
our area; (2) grow in partial 
shade with some shelter 
from the summer sun and 
cold; (3) keep the soil 
mulched; (4) water; (5) 
spray with fingicide such 
as Captan or Zineb.

And when man is on the threshold of nearly a 
half-million mile round trip to the moon, one 
should conjure the thought that a woman travel- 
ing 65 miles on the back of a donkey made the 
most significant trip of all time. 


Yule Cards ° 


Create New 
U.S. Industry 


A new industry was born 
when the first regularly pub- 
lished American Christmas 
cards were introduced in 1875 
by Louis Prang, the grand- 
father of all American greet- 
ing cards, 

Thirty-two years earlier, 
John Calcott Horsley, R. A., 
painter and illustrator de- 
signed the first known Christ- 
mas cards for his friend Sir 
Henry Cole, the: inaugurator 
and first director of the Vic 
toria and Albert Museum in 
London, England. 

While no authenticated 
‘first’ American Christmas 
card has been discovered, some 
historians believe that R. H. 
Peace, a lithographer of 
Albany,*New York may have 
pioneered the first American 
Yuletide greeting which he 
lithographed about 1845. The 
ecard included a “commercial” 
by extending a “Merry Christ- 
mas and a Happy New Year” 
from “Peace’s Great Variety 
Store—in The Temple of 
Fancy.” 

Prang,a skilled printer from 
Germany, arrived in Boston in 
1850 and opened a small litho- 
graphing shop where he spe- 
cialized in delicately -tinted 
flower prints. 

By 1870, he was well estab- 
lished in Roxbury, Mass., 
where his reproductions of oil 
paintings were so finely exe- 
cuted that he enjoyed a sizable 
business in England in com 
petition with leading pub- 
lishers there. 

A woman employee in his 
London office suggested that 
he print “Merry Christmas” 
on some of his floral prints. By 
1874, he had developed a good 
British Christmas card trade, 
and hence felt encouraged to 
offer his cards to the Ameri 
can public in 1875.

Some people enjoy a White 
Christmas, while some people 
g0 swimming or picnicking on 
December 25. Some people say 
it’s traditional to serve turkey 
at the holiday feast, while 
some people favor a Christmas 
goose, and still others contend 
that carp or fried eel is the 
very thing for a tasty Yuletide 
dish. 

Around the world, Christ- 
mas customs vary, but on one 
point nearly all are agreed, It’s

In the United States and 
Canada, the “melting pot” 
origins of the population re- 
sult in a medley of Christmas 
traditions from all over. Amer- 
icans and Canadians from 
Central Burope still prepare 
their traditional Yuletide 
foods with carp, while those 
from Italy might hanker for 
some Christmas capitoni, 
made with fried eels. 

Nspecially during a severe 
winter, residents of the North- 
ern U.S. and Canada would be 
glad to change places, or at 
least change weather, with 
those Australians, South 
Americans and others who en- 
joy summer activities at 
Christmas. 


Candles Cast Festive Glow 
On Traditional YuleScene 


Candles have cast a plow 
over Christmas festivities for 
centuries, 

One of the very earliest of 
legends tells of the Christ 
Child wandering the streets of 
the world in search of shelter 
on Christmas Eve, Lighted 
candles are placed in windows 
to welcome Him, 

From Germany comes a sim- 
ilar belief that the Virgin Mary 
anda host of angels pass over 
the countryside each Christ- 
mas Eve. Candles are put in 
the windows of German homes 
as an invitation and guide to 
the food that is traditionally 
left for them, 

Many of the Christmas tra- 
ditions that have sprung up 
around the use of candles had 
their origin in pagan rites, 

The pagan Yule, nearly co- 
inciding with today’s date for 
Christmas, was accompanied 
by the burning of a giant lop 
during the twelve days in 
which it was thought that the 
sun stood still, From this 
stems Yule log tradition, 

In medieval Europe the cus- 
tom arose of aJso lighting a 
giant Christmas candle that 
would burn brightly till 
Twelfth Night. 


During their Saturnalia Ro- 
mans fastened candles to trees 
to dispel the darkness, thus 
indicating the sun’s return. 

There is an old story that 
Martin Luther brought a fir 
tree into the nursery one 
Christmas Eve for his wife and 
children. To show them the 
glory of the night when Christ 


was born, he decorated the

About Yule Toast 


“Who sent the first Christ- 
mas card?” is a question for 
which, it seems likely, a com- 
letely accurate and satisfac- 
tory answer may never be 
found. Probably, the earliest 
cards were “do-it-yourself” 
projects handwritten holi- 
day greetings on hand-deco- 
rated notepaper. 

Popular claimant for “first 
Christmas card” honors is the 
Cole-Horsley card, designed in 
Britain in 1843 by John Calcott 
Horsley, an artist, for Sir 
Henry Cole, director of the 
Victoria and Albert Museum. 

Since the card showed a 
family group toasting the hol- 
iday with glasses of wine, the 
card supposedly stirred criti- 
cism by temperance adherents 

- even though the card also 
depicted “clothing the needy” 
and “feeding the hungry.” 
However, another story has it 
that Sir Henry gained his 
knighthood as the result of 
the acclaim he received for

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Christmas Caroling Dates 


Back Many Years 


Christmas caroling is 
almost as old as Christ- 
mas itself--though not in 
the form we know it. 

An early historian 
wrote that in the Second 
Century the bishop of Rome 
urged his people to sing 
“in celebration of our 
Lord.’’ Christmas hymns 
go back to the Fifth Cen- 
tury, when most of them 
were written in Latin, 

St. Francis of Assis’ 
is regarded as the father 
of caroling as we know it, 
In 1223, St. Francis placed 
a creche (miniature Na- 
tivity scene), in a hermi- 
tage in Grecchio, Italy. 

After this many 
churches began displaying 
a Nativity scene at Christ- 
mas, and soon the people 
began acting out the Christ- 
mas story. The actors 
composed carols to sing 
with their Nativity plays 
and “after the plays they 
would stroll down the 
street, singing, In that 
way, street caroling was 
born. 

Joseph Mohr, a pastor 
in Oberndorf, Austria, 
composed ‘‘Stille Nacht,”’ 
or ‘‘Silent Night,’’ on 
Christmas Eve, 1818, Franz 
Gruber, the local school- 
master and organist, com~ 
posed the music the same 
day, and the hymn was sung 
for the first time at Mid- 
night Mass that night. 

Charles Wesley, bro- 
ther of John Wesley, wrote, 
‘Hark! The Herald Angels 
Sing!’ in 1739, Phillips 


Brooks, a noted Boston 
clergyman, wrote ‘‘O Little 
Town of Bethlehem’’ in 1868 
after visiting Bethlehem.

Ye Merry Gentlemen,’’ 
also is unknown, but he 
lived before Shakespeare. 

So if you should go 
caroling this Christmas 
season, think of other 
carolers of years gone 
by, of the people of Charles 
Dickens’ time in their 
beaver hats and cut away 
coats, of English villagers 
in hose and jerkin, of good 
St. Francis, and of the 
priests of the time of the 
Christian Roman Empire 
who, before caroling as we 
know it existed, sang “‘in 
celebration of our Lord.’’
